B HE joining of a trades union—wherever it is pos.siblc—is a life 
neeeasity for every workingman. 

The trades union se«ks llie raising of wages in accordance 
wiA Ae conditions of thtr lalmr market, the aholition of over- 
time'srork (and better pay for this when it is absolutely neees- 
•ary) and Ae.aecttrlng of more humane working conditions. Every 
trades nnitm opposes Ae reduction of wages and the lengAcning of the 
working time. Every trades union stands against any lowering of the 
eonditiona of workingmen. Every trades union strengAens tiie feeling 
of the sofidurify of the working clots, without which the working class 
cannbt ancompliA anything. 

And Ae atrongcr the trades union is, the more completely will it 
be able to fulfill ita mission. .-Vnd since all kinds of laborers an? em¬ 
ployed in the factory, the mine and the mOl, w'ithout resjiect to color or 
raoo or to political or religious persuasion, therefore the trados union 
oi«m( fscure Ita memberthip without regard to color or raob, or to Aeir 
religioua and puHiicai failht. 

In Ac past—when Socialism was still in its Aildbodd in this coun¬ 
try—and the Socialist party of the day still a little political sect, So<-ial- 
jtU ainned against Am cardinal principle of tranes unionism. They 
tried to institute political partisanship into Ae trades unions—trying to 
make Ac trados unions Ae tail to Ac kite of Ao tJocialist Ijabnr party. 
'Tbat was wrong, and Gompers and some other trades union leaders stoml 
onl against it, and'thereby engendered Ae undying hatred of some 
cialist fanatics who not only started Ae “Socialist Trade and I..Aor 
'.Mliancc," hut also continually hounded Gdmprrs and all the trades 
union leaders for Ac stand tltey took. 

Sam Gonipors, with Ac natural Arewdne-ts of a bom politician, at 
once took advanfage of Uic wrong position of Ae Socialist Laboritoa— 
‘i and made Aeir attack his principal means of defense. Whenever pro- 
■i^pressive trades union men attacked Oompers or hia policy, he would hide 
^hind Ae fact Aat his assaillant w.is a Socialist or a sympaAiier with 

> Ae Socialiata. And since all the trades union leaders in Ac past have 
been treated to unlimited abuse hr certain .Socialist sectarians, Oompers 
■ was alwaya aure of sympaAy whe,oever he raised Ao cry. The Socialist 
wolves are coming. 

• The only trouble is. Gompers went too far. In his anxiety not to 
make the American Federation of Labor the tail to Ao Socialist "kite— 
he is actually trying to make it Ae tail of Ae capitalist kite. 

If be only sto<^ out for politically neutral trades untons, be would 
show tome conaistency, but (>ompers actually takes an anli-Socialitl 
standpoint on every and all nccaaions and thus is not only inconsistent, 
but he lays himaelf open -to all kinds of suspicions. 

I af^n repeat that 1 had noAing to do with Ac squib “Arc Aey 
traitors’r" which was thrown around in .San Franci^. 1 did not write 
it and did not know that it was printed—by the way it waa not printed 
m our (dfict —m fact liad absolutely noAing to do wiA it, until it was 
ihown to me m Ac discuasion on the floor of Ae convention In .

In the next few 
years they will become one, or, at least, the dominant elemenls'of loth 
will unite in the same party. The evolution of eapiUl and labor will 
make this inevitable. 

Political parties express the material interests of Aose who compose 
them. Great economic issues divide the people politically and deter.nine 
their party alignment. In the development of Ae present capitalut

They hare aimply to 
unite ana act together politically as a elaaa to put Aemadvea in ocnitiel 
of goTemment and emancipate Aetnselvea from wage tlave^. 

.\t Ae last election Ais working das# party asaerted ita national 
power. The Aowing was anffirient to command nnivaeal attention. 
Henceforward Ae working elaaa are a diatinat factor of increasing 
influence and portentoua meaning in Ae politics of the nation. 

Superficial oheorrera exprem Aeir snrpriae and conclude that it ia 
but a flash on Ae political borixon and that the Socialiat party will toon 
go the way of all ‘‘refonn’* partias. Their delusion wiU tom be dtt- 
pelled. Aa the contest procMda they will note Aet the Socialiat party 
it a perty of revolution, not of reform; that it atandi for Ao revolution- 
,ary idea of collective ownmhip of the means of wealA production and 
Ae' overthrow of the wage qiatem and that no reform of the present 
order of society, however ra^ctl or sweeping-it "may be claimed to br. 
will aatiafy its claea-oosMcioua aopporterz now oountsd by bnndredt of 
Aeweandt 'aad aoen to be awwbaFin>y wiUiaBa. 

Moreover, the' Socialiat party k fonnded in Ae bodrook principles 
of Bcientiflc socialiim. It underatanda tbe procesa of social evolntinn 
and philowphically proaecutea ita propaganda and bides its time. It 
delttdee itmlf wiA no promiie of piematun victory. It has no itching 
for office. Spoils have no temptation for it. This revolutionary pen v 
has but one miiaion and "Aat is tbe political unity of tbe irking 
claM to wrest Ae govammont from the capitalistic class as tbe nccrssatj^ 
meanv of abolishing Aa eajfltalist qrstom and achieving industrial fte^^ 
dam and social injwstiee..

The preeont little hook i*. orifrinally, a pert of a larger whole. 
AlKiiit Itfi.'s l>r. K. liuehring, prii>i!Jocrnt at Berlin rnivi'rsily. suddenly 
anil mtlier elaiiKirously annovineiil hi* eonvemion of .S<a-iali*ni. and pre- 
eenteil the tterman pnblir not only with an elaborate .'tocialii‘1 tlieor;., but 
also with a eomplete practical plan fur the aeiirgmniratiim of -oriety; .\« 
a matter of course, ho fell foul of hi* predeee**or*: above ail. hi* liaDorwl 
llarx by pnuring nut u|Km him the full viab< of hi* wrath. 

Thi,s took plait* ainut the lime wlien the twu noctinn* of the Socialist 
jwirly ill tJermae*;—KiH'iischcr* and latssallian*:—had ju*t effit icd their 
fiisioM. an*! thus ohtaincil mil only an imrr.cnae mcreaec of strength, hut. 
what WB< more, the faculty of employing the whole of tlii* strength 
against the eoiiiiiion enemy. The .SiK-ialist party in tiennany wa* fa*t 
licciimtng a power. But to make it a jk-wer th»> find ttmdition wa* that 
the iiewly-coniiucri*<l unity could not tie iro|ierili^l. .4ud Dr. Duehring 
ojK'ii.,'* proi'it*»iefl to form aniimd hiii)i>i*lf a Kcct, the nucleus of a fiitun* 
w*parate party. It tliu* lieeame nittuMirv to take up the gauntlet thrown 
down to u*. and to tight out the_*t niggle, w hether we liktii it or not. 

This, however, though it might not lie an over ditlkiiit. wa* eri- 
dently a long-winded, hiiainis*.. As i* well known, we tterman* are of a 
terribly jMiiuieron* f?rwrnif/i>kl*i*if.radjcal profundity or pmf.iimd rndieal- 
ity, whatever yon may tike to <*all it. Whenever any one of u* expounds 
what lie eiinaider* a new iloetrine. he ha* first to elalmrate it into an all-, 
comprising *v*lem. He has- to prove that Uith the first principli** of 
logic and the fundamental law* of the universeliail cxisteil fnim all etern¬ 
ity for no other purpose than to ultimately li*ad to this newly-tiiscovered. 
crowning theory. .\nil I>r. Duehring.'in thi* rciepcet, was .quite u|i to 
the national mark. .Volhing le** than a complete “System of i’hiliMO- 
phy,” mental, moral, naturab and hiitorieal; a complete “Sv-stem of I’o- 
iifirnl Economy ami Socialism." ann finally, a “rritical History of Po- 
litk'al Keonomy"—three liig volumw in octavo, lieavy cxirinsieally and 
intrinsically, three army corps, of argument* mobilixcil against all pn*- 
viou* pliiloaophcra and ceonomint* in general, and against Marx in par¬ 
ticular—in fact, an attempt at a cnmiilele “revolution in science"—these 
were what I should have to tackle. I had to treat of all and every [loo- 
sible subject, from the r^cefits of time and apace to bimetalliam; from 
the eternity of matter amt motion to the [lerishable nature of moral idea*; 
from Darwin’s natural soleetion to the eilucation of ,vouth in a fntiin* 
soeiefy. Anyhow, the systematic comprehensiveness of my opjsini-nl 
gave me tlie opportunity of developing, in uppoaition to him, and in a 
more connecteil form than had previoualy lKs*n done, the views lield by 
Marx and myself on tlii* great variety of subjects. And that wa.s the 
principal reason which made me undertake this otherwise ungrateful task. 

My reply was first published in a series of anicle* in (lie T,eipxig 
yonraertm, the rhief organ of the Social-Deocratic party, and later on 
a* a bonk, “Herni Eiigen Duehring'* Dmwselxnng der Wi.«*en*chiift” 
(Mr. E. Duehring'* “Itevointion in .Saience”), a lavond edition of 
which appeareil in Euerich in Dbiii. 

At tiie request of my friend, Paul latfargue, now repit*senta(ire of 
Lille in the Freiich Chamber of Depiitit**. I arranged three rbipters of 
this liook as a |mniplilet, which he translated and ppblishcd in IWO, 
under the title: “.Soefatunie Utopujue rl Soruilinn Scienli/igue." From 
this French text a Puhsb and a Spanish edition were prepared. In 
1KS3 our (Icrman frienVl* brought out the jiamphlet in the original lan¬ 
guage. Italian, Bussian, Danish, Dutch, and Rumanian translation*, 
liaseil upon the Cerman text, have since been published. Thus, with 
the pit*scni English i*dition, this little book circitlatc* in ten language*. 
I aui not aware that any other Socialist work, not even onr “Communist 
Manifesto" of 18ld or Marx's "Capital,” has laxm so often translated. In 
Germany it has had four «*<lition* of about ZO.OOo copies in *11. 

The .Appendix, “the Mark,” wa* written with -yie intention of spread¬ 
ing among the German Soeialist party some clomcntary knowledge of 
the history and development of landed proper^ in Germany. Thi* 
•eeraed all the more ncces&ry at a time when the awimilation by -that 
party of tlia working people of the towns was in a fair way of comple¬ 
tion, and when the agricultural laborer* and |M.*as«nt8 had to be taken in 
hand. This appendix has been included in the translation, as the orig¬ 
inal fonus of tenure of land common to all Tentonic trite, and the his¬ 
tory of their decay are otWIras known ifi Kngla^ than In Germany. 1 
have left tlie text aa it stands in the prigiMitr-w^hont oHnding-io the 
hypothesis recentiy startnl by Maxim Kovclevsky, according to which 
thf partition of the arable and meadow lapjl* among the iimnb'>n of the 
Mark wa* preceded by their being cultivated for jU^ioeonni by a large 
patriarchal family community embracing sorcral generation* (os exem¬ 
plified by the still existing South Slavonian Zndmga), and that the par¬ 
tition, later on, took place when the community had increi^, *o as to 
become too unwieldy for joint-account management Kovelevsky is prob¬ 
ably quite right, but the matter ia still »ub judict.

The U;rra is asualt.v meant hv tho.<' who use it 
to be opprohrina. but we question whether Mr. Belmont himaelf wouhl .-o regard it. ile real!, ii 
a Wall .Street man in the sense that 'u.s offee i.s in that vicinity. )U wa« tliat of his distinguUhed 
father bi'fore him. In those day* an henorahle hanker was considered to be as n putable a* any 
utjier ritUen. Time* have changed somewhat in this rwpiect, but a phrasing indieatior. that ‘liey 
liave not gone wholly awry was afforded lajt week by the imani/non.* elertio.i of Sir. Belmont to 
succeed the late Senator ll.inna a.s president of the National Civic Fe<ler*tion. He not' only did 
not seek the poaition. 'hut was .naturally vi-ry reluetant to aacept it. and would not have done ao but 
for one fact, in which lie* the signifownce of hi* election, viz., that iSe xwjgcfli.m ramr from the 
repretcnialire* of labor in the FiwlerathuL Th.at it was a meritorious choiw is well known to. 
everybody familiar with the admira'oir manner in which Mr. Belmont ha* sastained the reputation 
of_.in honored name, hut that it ‘hould have l,een made by the courageous spokesmen of an element 
supprsed to regard the Wall .Strcid man with horror is clearly indicative of growing breadth and 
tolerance on tlie part of Ijoth labor and caplta.1. The personal tribute to Mr. Ihdmont i* ..sur- 
lia.ss<>d only by the credit won for them-sclvcs by Mr. Mitch'II. Mr. Oomp-r*. ami their associates. 

We advise Pre*ident Belmont, however, to look sharp. TriaU.and tribulations are the inevit- 
ahhr''accnmi>animent of high places. He will have to walk the narrow path and niin.d his p’s and 
q’s. Already the Bakers’ Union ha* tak.en under indignant considcation the terrifying report 
that, at the ver^ dinr.er which ended in his election. President Bcinont .ate non-tmion hiine. We 
have never ti¥trtl the merit* of non-union bun*, and are therefore una.bie to discass intelligi-ntly 
thetreal issue involved. But, collaterally sp'aking. we deem it probable that .Mr. Belmont may 
c*ca|ic condign punishment on on* of the two pleas—first, that he ate the bun before he ' was 
'rlKled.'or, second, taking a leaf from Mr. Jloosevelt’s bonk on coal-strike interference, aliat fie 
ate it, not as president, but as a private citiaen. in neml of sustenance. Being new at the job, thi« 
first offence will proliably he overlooked, but we cannot too inirtstently urge upon President Bel¬ 
mont the .tJvisabntiy of branding his p>lo ponies with Hie Tinion label forthwith, and see to it 
that each oat hereafter fed to them bears the regulation stamp.

Th* Milwauk** Oa*li(;ht company, ovrins to the appearance in the 
city and state (joTermnent of elected Soeial-Di-mocral* , ha* seen fit to go 
into the daily pBi>er» with paid articles attempting to rea*on witlt the 
pcoplo in the hope of in some way counteracting the new impulse to 
vigilant citizenship that ha* been awakened by tlic activity of the Social¬ 
ist reprcaontatives. The article* are eicvdingly weak and arc dealt with 
elsewhere in tbi* iwue, but it may he well to present a few fact* about 
tlie gas company itself so that the readers may the heUer appreciate the 
•sincerity’’ with which the gas company write* it* epistle* to the public. 
Here, then, i* a little histoiy: 

The Milwaukee ga« company plant and good-will wa* honght about 
ten year* tgo for a million and a half hy several shrewd finance manipn- 
lators. Frank W. Montgomery, A. E. (Bert) Smith and Benjamin Weil, 
who paid not a penny for it nut of their own pockets, but put up .the 
atock as oollateral lec'urity, and then immediately rt'organized the com¬ 
pany, bonding it for four million* and at once iuuing fifteen million* of 
stock.

These 
oonsinted in setting aside several hundrp.1 thonsaod dollar* “worth" of 
abarc* to he given to prominent citixen* and huaine** men who wonid 
lend the u*« of their name* a* director* in return for the gift This 
worked a little better, but still the mistruvt did not break down verv fast 
Efforts were tlien directed toward cheapening the production of tiic gas 
and to rai*e the interest on the bonda and dividend* on the stock. They 
oommunicattal with tVillUin McLane of Ft Wayne. Ind., an expert on 
the piodnction of gas. He inlrodueed various economies and more 
modem machinery and in various ways made quite a difference in the 
•xpense of manufacture. A big laving waa made by lowering the quality 
of the gas soppliml to ennaumer*. Normallv the gas famished in the 
eitiea of the country has 750 imits of heat Tests made not long ago of 
the ^ aupplied by the Milwankee company shotreil that it contains bnt 
4.10 neat units, 'ihis would make the actual oo-t ot tue Milwankee gas 
$S.19—the dearest ga* to bo had anywhere in'the ITnited States. Some 
month* ago the pm company got rid of a rival, the Semet-Solvay com¬ 
pany, by buying it out. It agreed to take all the gas it could manufacture 
at 15 cenu a thousand feet This gas. we understand, haa a teat strength 
ot 900 heat units, and is thinned down one half by the gas company lie- 
forc it i: mixed with the commercial stuff that goes out through it* 
mains. So that really the people get seven and a half cent gas and pay 
• dollar for it. Thete figures bear out the claim of men in a position 
to know that the Milwaukee gaalight company i. making a net profit 
i-f 1600 per cent! The gas company, in the fair of such a stupendous 
koIdMip, elects to tench the people whom it is robbing what their 
•wn intereats are!
